Sydney Olympic are back on top of 
the ladder after giving way briefly to the 
Newcastle Breakers. 

Olympic stamped themselves us the 
ones to beat this season as they downed 
Oceania champions South Melbourne 
6-0 at Belmore Sport Ground in Round 
17. However, Olympic will not be calm 
because one or two losses in a row in

ever, are the 
hottest team at 
the moment. For 
the first time in 
their history, the 
Breakers hit the 


top spot on the ladder a fortnight ago 


after beating Gippsland Falcons 2-0. 
Before their 2-0 away loss to South 
Melbourne, they had not lost a match 
for nine rounds, which is an excellent 
record in such a close competition. The 
Breakers’ quality of performance under 
coach Lee Sterrey suggests they are a 
real chance to take the flag. 

But the other contenders are not giv— 
ing up just yet. Olympic’s main weapon 
come play-off time will be Pablo 
Cardozo. He has been in excellent form 
of late and if he fires I believe Olympic 
will take out the first NSL champi- 
onship for the new millennium. 

Hot on the tails of Olympic and the 
Breakers are Wollongong Wolves, Perth 


Glory, Marconi Stallions and Carlton. 
And knocking on the top six's door are 
the Brisbane Strikers. The common, 
and major, asset of each of these sides 
is a great striker. There should be no 
shortage of goals come the playoffs 
because each of the leading teams boast 
one or two brilliant forwards. Players in 
the likes of Cardozo (Olympic), Esala 
Masi and Sasha Petrovski 
(Wollongong), Con Boutsianis (Perth), 
Paul Foster (Brisbane) and Alex 
Moriera (Carlton). They should bright— 
en the playoffs and see plenty of goals 
that will be nightmares for keepers. 

If reigning back—to—back champions 
South Melbourne can sneak into the 
playoffs, their experience in crunch 
matches and against tough opposition 
could be a major advantage. 

South Melbourne have received a 
confidence boost from their magnifi— 
cent showing at the World Club 
Championships. Moreover, that perfor— 
mance should earn respect for 
Australian soccer overall. 

Fighting with South Melbourne and 
Parramatta is a host of teams but only 
Northern Spirit looks like it could turn 
around its poor early season form. 

Although Auckland Kingz surprised 
many in Round 18 with their 4—1 drub- 
bing of Perth Glory, the tale of the 
Kingz's season has sadly been inconsis— 
tency, with its 3—1 loss in Brisbane a 
case in point, 

Adelaide City and the Gippsland 
Falcons still believe they are a chance 
but, looking realistically, their chances 
are slim to none. And the season might 
be getting too long for Canberra 


Cosmos, the Melbourne Knights and 
Sydney United. These teams will have 
to so something special if they are to lift 
themselves out of those dreaded bottom 
positions on the table. 

To say that the Melbourne Knights 
season has been inconsistent is an 
understatement. The Mighty Reds cer— 
tainly have the ability to mix it with the 
best, as shown by their wins over 
Sydney Olympic (2—1), Newcastle (3-0) 
and Wollongong Wolves (2-1) — the 
Wolves only loss at Brandon Park this 
season. 

The Knights also took it right up to 
the Kingz in Auckland (3-3), in one of 
the best and most entertaining matches 
of their season. 

You only have to go back a few 
rounds to see how inconsistent the 
Knights really are. They notched up 
four one—all draws in a row against 
teams placed 1|2th, twice against 14th 
and 16th. 

However, the Knights 2-1 defeat of 
Parramatta Power, 2—2 draw with Perth 
Glory, 3-0 blitz of Carlton and last 
Sunday's 2—1 win over Sydney United 
has revived their playoff chances. 

Today ex—English international 
Peter Beardsley boots up for the 
Knights in the first of a series of 
matches, It will be a great learning 
experience for the young Knights 
team and a great exhibition for 
supporters. 

Mathematically the Mighty Reds 
can make it to the playoffs. With 11 
matches and a total of 33 points up 
for grabs, can the Knights pull of a 
miracle? 


A look back on an English 
footballing ‘legend’

Today Knights* fans are in for 
a real treat as we welcome our 
special guest player, Peter 
Beardsley. 

Beardsley will play the next 
two home matches for the 
Knights’, starting with South 
Melbourne today. 

Currently 39 years of age, 
Beardsley was one of 
England's finest footballers, 
and is one of a select few that 
just keep getting better with 
age. He enjoyed a great career 
in the English Premier League 
with dream tearn Liverpool in 
the late 1980°s and early 90's 
where he won two premier- 
ships and an FA Cup. Born in 
Newcastle, Beardsley won 59 
caps for England. 

His career started with cur— 
rent third division strugglers 
Carlisle United in 1979. In his 
time at Carlisle he managed to 
play 102 matches and blasted 
home 22 goals 

In 1982, Beardsley caught 
the eye of present day 
European Cup holders 
Manchester United who 
brought him back to the UK 


after a short spell with the 
Vancouver White Caps in 
Canada. 

But he only managed one 
football league cup appear-— 
ance before his first stint with 
Necastle United. Newcastle 
certainly recieved great value 
for money from Beardsley as 
he played 147 games and 
scored 61 goals. 

It was during Beardsley’s 
four glorious seasons with 
Liverpool that he really made 
his mark. 

His unforgettable time at 
Anfield was topped by league 
championship wins in 1987-88 
and 1989-S0 and a win in the 
FA Cup in 1988-89. 

The 1988-89 season saw 
Beardsley stamp himself as 
one of the most valuable play— 
ers in England where he 
played a huge role in a brilliant 
Liverpool! side that just missed 
out on winning the coveted 
Premier League Champions- 
hip/FA Cup double. 

However, his form that 
season was overshadowed by 
the Hillsborough disaster 


which claimed 96 lives at the 
Liverpool/Nottingham Forest 
FA Cup semi final on April 
15,1989. 

After weaving his magic 
for Liverpool, Beardsley trans- 
ferred to Everton in 1991 
before returning to St 
James’ Park for 129 games. 

He later played for clubs in 
lower divisions which included 
Bolton Wanderers and current 
first division promotion hope- 
ful, Manchester City. 

Not only will Beardsley be 
great for everyone watching 
today at Knights* Stadium, but 
he will great for the younger 
Knights’ players to learn all 
the soccer tricks of the trade. 
If there’s anyone that knows 
what theyre doing in a pres- 
sure situation, it's Peter 
Beardsley. 

His knowledge could be just 
what the Knights’ need to 
make the playoffs in season 
1989-00 

As the stats will tell you,
